The
cores showed oil sands and shale all
the way down.

The company is putting out no in-
formation regarding the depth to
which the well will be drilled. It is
probable that the coring process will
continue until cores reveal water of
the bottom of the oil formation.
So far no water has shown in the
core barrels. Other operators are
watching this well with utmost in-
terest. If clean production is secured
from. new record depths, the drilling
practice in the whole east side ter-
ritory will be changed again, just as
it was changed when Shell got clean
production from 3908 feet.
